Ohio $800,000, while in Illinois but $500,- 
009 was distributed to a district. He 
attributed this state of affairs to the 
fact that the Pension Office had been 
made a political machine by the Re- 
publican party. Illinois was certain for 
the Republican party, while Indiana and 
Ohto were doubtful. Pension cases were 
settled in doubtful States, while those 
from solid States were pigeon-holed. 

Mr. March of Illinois explained the 
discrimination by pointing out that in 
Kansas, which sent but, fifteen regi- 
ments into the field, ‘thege were 42,

BUREAU OF LABOR. 


Hearing on the ‘Proposition to Make It an 
Executive Department. 

WASHINGTON, March 7. — Several 
representatives of labor organizations 
were present at the meeting of the 
House Committee on Labor today when 
the bill introduced by Representative 
Doolittle of Washington to make an 
executive deparment of the Bureau cf 
Labor was considered. Mr. Doolittle 
stated that the bill was introduced at 
the request of the labor organizations 
of the Pacific Coast. He believed that 
the Bureau of Labor was unknown to 
most of the people and its status should 
be raised to that of an executive de- 
partment in order that its importance 
might be realized. 

Representative Phillips of Pennsyl- 
vania advocated a forum for the settle- 
ment of labor troubles which could be 
appealed to voluntarily, but denied 
that such a tribunal could enforce its 
judgments by compelling men to work 
on terms unsatisfactory to them. 

Representative Ryan of New York 
declared that such tribunals proved to 
be merely advisory. The question of 
the constitutional right to establish a 
court empowered to adjudi ditti- 
culties between the employers d em- 
ployed was raised also. 

Paul T. Bowen of this city who, in 
1887, was chairman of the Committee 
on Legislation of the General Assembly 
of the Knights of Labor, and who is 
prominent in that order, has written to; 


opposing the bill. He says the bill 
has been thoroughly discussed by the 
laboring people, but that it has few 
supporters, the majority considering it 
wiser to continue the department ‘as an 
independent bureau rather than to 
make a political office of it. 


FINAL CONSIDERATION. 


The Senate Committee on Finance to Submit 
the Tariff Bill Shortly. 

WASHINGTON,. March 7.—Just be- 
fore leaving the Capitol this evening 
Senator Voorhees, as chairman of the 
Sehate Committee on Finance, ordered 
the issuance of a call for a meeting of 
the full committee tomorrow at ll 
o'clock. He said the meeting was 
called fur the purpose of ‘considering 
the tariff bill which would then be 
submitted. He at the same time reiter- 
ated the statement made on the floor 
of the Senate that the committee would 
be given a few days to consider the 
bill as a whole and that after it should 
be reported to the Senate at least a 
week of additional time would be per- 


fore there should be.an effort to have 
the bill taken up in the Senate. 

The Democratic majority of the Fi- 
nance Committee held meetings at ir- 
regular intervals during the day. It 
is generally understood that up to the 
last the contention over sugar pre- 
vented any agreement and even at the 
time the Democratic members of the 
Finance -Committee finally excluded 
everybody in order to make a final de- 
cision the sugar men, both producers 
and refiners, were dissatisfied and as 
wide apart aS ever. 

Senator Voorhees said tonight the 
remainder of the week will be allowed 
for the corsideration of, the tariff bill

WASHINGTON, March 7.—The Pres. 
ident today sent to Congress the latest 
correspondence in relation to Hawaii, 
being three letters with an inclosure 
from Minister Willis covering a period 
from February 10 to February 15, inclu- 
sive. The important feature of the cor- 
respondence is the statement that steps 
have been taken ‘to provide for a new 
constitution and a new form of gove 
ernment for Hawaii. 

Minister Willis mentions changes in 
the Executive Council and the report 
that President Dole will prepare a ne 
constitution. He says a spirited con- 
‘test is now in progress looking to the 
introduction of a sys- 
tem”’ into the councils of the provis- 
ional. government. In this connection 
he mentions a“résolution passed at @ 
mass-meeting on February 13 favore 
ing the enactment of a law increas- 
ing the membership of the Advisory 
Council from 14 to 24, the new members 
to “be selected by ‘the suffrages of 
loyal citizens in a manner to be here- 
after provided.” The reasons of the 
demand are that the Council, is not 
now representative; that the legisla- 
tive department is too compact da 
small; that it has been made objecti 
able by the action of retiring members 
in practically selecting their own suc- 
cessors; that the personnel has been 
changed, and that in these changes the 
mass of supporters of the provisional 
government had no voice.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 7.—(Special 
Dispatch.) A Healdsburg dispatch says 
that Walter G. Campbell, whose dis- 
honest financiering methods have 
brought him thousands of dollars and 
left his dupes penniless, is well known 
here. He had not been heard of for 
some time. A few months ago he swin- 
dled capitalists in Chicago and Lewis 
ton, IL, enriching himself to the ex- 
tent of nearly $200,000. 

Exposure came and he escaped to 
Canada. A day or two ago news was 
received that he was trying the same 
game at Toronto, Canada. He had al- 
ready secured several thousand dollars 
and was in a fair way to get more. 
A bank in Healdsburg has recently re- 
ceived both letters and dispatches from 
the banks of Toronto, asking informa- 
tion regarding the financial status of 
Campbell. To the bankers.ef Toronto 
he had represented himself to be the 
owner of large tracts of land, and to be 
engaged in the business of fruit-raising 
at this point. Telegrams were sent to 
the Toronto banks to put no faith in 
Campbell’s professions, and to beware 
of dealing with him in any way. 
‘Campbell’s parents and sisters, es- 
timable people, reside here. Walter 
grew up in Healdsburg from boyhoed, 
and was a very exemplary young man. 
He was a member o1 the churen and 
sang in the choir. He was educated in 
San Francisco. He entered into the 
real-estate business here, but failed, 
and then opened a real-estate office in 
San Francisco. He became suddenly 
rich and purchased the Buckeye Ran- 
cho in Amador county. He made a 
large sum of money by the sale of it. 

Last summer he went East, chart?r- 
ing a car and taking Dr. Grove of San 
Rafael, formerly of Healdsburg, with 
him to attend his invalid wife. He is 
the son-in-law of Charles Barth of 
Paymaster Pinney fame. Barth ab- 
sconded with $100,000 worth of govern- 
ment money. It is generally supposed 
here that Campbell got part of that 
money with which to start in business. 

Ten years ago a fine-looking woman, 
accompanied by two beautiful daugh- 
ters, came ‘to Healdsburg, purchasing 
a cottage on Nob Hill. Rumor said that 
Barth often visited his family here, 
once with Campbell. He remained at 
Magnolia farm as Dr. Fu'ler until sus- 
picion that he was Barth caused his 
sudden departure.

SCARING THE POLICE. 
An Explosive’ Found on the Window-sill of 
Bow-strect Station.

After many precautions it 
was opened and found to contain a 
cartridge filled with an explosive of 
some sort.

Voorsanger’s Strictures. 


Statements Fiatly Contradicted by a 
Los Angeles Woman. 


A High Tribute .to Isabella as Queen and, 
Woman—tHistory of Miss Hos- 
mer’s Work of 
Art. 


| In the San Francisco Examiner of 


Saturday last, Rabbi Voorsanger, one 
of the leaders of the Jewish faith on 
the Pacific Coast, in an interview of a 


column anu a half, took strong grounds 


against the erection’ of the Hosmer 
statue of Queen Isabella in Golden Gate 
Park, San Francisco, as an act of flun- 
keylem, claiming that Isabella never 
did anything to justify the perpetua- 
tion of her memory ‘by the American 
people, in that she did not furnish 
Columbus with the funds with which 
to fit out his expedition which resulted 
in the discovery of the western world, 
and declaring that the statue should 
hever be placed in the park if he could 
help it. A well-known Los Angeles 
woman takes issue with the eminent 
rabbi, and gives her views at length 
in the following vigorous communica- 
tion to The Times: 

Miss Hosmer’s statue of Queen Isa- 
bella is not to go up in Golden Gate 
Park. So says Czar Voorsanger, and 
immediately Queen Isabella of Castile, 
historians, flunkeyism, gentlemen and 
ladies, all go to the Siberian obscurity 
prepared for such outoasts. They g0 


not in chains, but in dust and ashes. + statue 


There are five reasons for this destruc- 
tion, all resolved into one, namely: 
“Queen Isabella drove the Jews out of 
Spain’’—and now she must be driven 
out of America. Granted. Jews and 
Moors were driven out of Spain. Chris- 
tianity was saved on the west by Isa- 
bella, as by John Sobieski on the east. 

' "The crucifixion was the first act in 
this drama at wiping out Christianity. 
Queen Isabella took part at a late 
period, and now comes another ra'bbi, 
who cries out still crucify. 

' Mr. Voorsanger was unwise to open 
up this question in free and independ- 
ent California, noted for her hospitakty, 
when we are now entertaining two in- 
vited guests—our greatest American 
woman and her masterpiece. 

‘ Mr. Voorsanger, referring to the re- 
cont ceremonies cf unveiling the statue, 
says they.were an insult to the dignity 
of American citizens, and he character- 
izes the action of the management of 
the fair, in permitting them, as a spec-

few enthusiasts and idol-worshipers. 
Flunkeyism! Our government is the 
guilty party. OQur historians, Irving 
and Prescott, are flunkeys, and we are 
proud to be in such good conrpany, 
and advise our foreign sojourner to go 
to the country of the real Czar, where 
he will be appreciated. 
‘ The United States government in- 
vited the crown of Spain to come here 
and take part in opening the great ex- 
position; to touch the button with our 
chief magistrate.

During the exposition there Miss 
Hosmer took it to the city, and some 
ladies who had formed themselves tnto 
a@ Queen Isabella Society raised $6000 
to purchase the statue for the purpose 
of having it cast in bronze and set up 
in Jackson Park after the fair. Objec- 
tion was made to this by the citizens 
of Chicago, for the same reasons I am 
going to give for my opposition. Their 
wishes prevailed and the cast was 
never unpacked. I understand that 
the Isabella Society of Chicago has of 
fered San Francisco the $6000 it had 
raised to help pay for the erection of 
the figure in San Francisco.” 

This is positively false from beginning 
to end. maliciously false, and grossly 
so. for it reflects upon the honor of 
oyr State, our Midwinter management, 
the honor of Chicago, and is a national 
insult to Spain were it true. 

The Isabella Society is incorporated 
for $25,000—compoged of gentlemen and 
ladies of Chicago and many cities out- 
side Chicago. This society gave Miss 
Hosmer, over two years ago, the order 
for a statue, and $6000 of this statue 
fund has been expended. The bronze 
was to be cast for the exposition. Many 
unavoidable delays occurred and the 
tat did not. reach Chieago until 
October, less than a month before the 
close of the fair. As soon as it came 
there were three propositions to place 
it under the exposition managers—one 
in the Woman’s Building, one in the 
Art Palace, Jackson Park: one in Art 
Palace, Lake Front, and again in the 
Isabella Society Building. At this 
point, before there was anything de- 
cided, a proposition was made from 
California asking permission to bring 
it to San Francisco, free of cost to the 
Isabella Society, for exhibition at the 
Midwinter Fair. This was granted by 
the society, after much consultation. 

e consent of the gentlemen of the 
society was obtained, also Miss Hosmer 
accepted an invitation to visit our State, 
which she has done, and superintended 
the placing of the statue—one business 
point.. Under the contract this was to 
be exhibited at the World’s Fair. Had 
the San Francisco Midwinter Fair been 
a local fair, the statue could not have 

placed here; another business 
poin. It was stipulated that California 
be granted the privilege of casting the 
first bronze. 

As soon as it was announced that 
California had secured the statue Chi- 
cago people were heart-broken and 
brought every possible pressure to bear 
to keep it there. One club of gentle- 
men wished it set up in Chicago and 
then repacked for San Francisco. This 
Miss Hosmer would not consent to, as 
there was no one who could repack it 
as well as it had been done in Rome, 
(at an expenditure of $500.) . 

Outeide of Chicago came offers: and 
bids for the statue from Mobile to Bos- 
ton.

est rivals and next ‘a college wants it 
in marble. Now the prospects are 
that at least six copies will grace our 
American soil. The Isabella Society is 
made up of people of no special creed. 
Isabella’s statue is a work of art that 


Europe who was capable of under- 
standing. Columbus and his, plans. 
Miss Hosmer has taken the Queen. at 
the moment when she seems, with pro- 
phetic vision, to see the glories of this, 
our day, our state, with its glory, and 
wealth of product and sunshine. . ‘This 
realization in the figure and pose of 
the Queen inspires and invests the 
statue with a victorious impulse that is 
its surest art triumph. It is a queen 
victrix and is worth to our country 
in fts art lesson. all other exhibits pre- 
sented to the eye this year of great 
displays. 

Shame upon any voice to utter or pen 
to place a woman wnom all honor in 
Europe and America in a position of 
“coming hereto show her work’ and 
get an “order for a statue.”’ There is 
no beggihg for either Miss Hosmer 
or Isabella. 

Continuing Mr. Voorsanger says: 
“There are, five distinct reasons why 
it should find no resting place upon 
American soil. 

“Kirst. The legend of the proffer of 
her jewels to Columbus rests upon a 
fiction that modern historians do not 
care to indorse. 

“Second. She never 
cent to fitting out the Santa Maria 
and the other caravels. At the last 
moment, when Columbus came for the 
money, she backed out from her prom- 
ise and said she had none. Her private 
treasurer, Santangelo, after Columbus 
had left her in disgust begged her to re- 
call ‘the adventurer and place .- his 
private fortune at her disposal. This 
disproves the fiction of her having 
provided the means for Columbus's dis- 
coveries. 

“But granted that she did sacrifice a 
million—Columbus had just enough to 
fit out three rotten caravels—does that 
act of 400 years ago constitute a claim 
to being beatified by the women of San 
Francisco?”’ 

Queen Isabella offered to pledge her 
jewels. So all historians say. Her life 
and works were hunted up in the 
histories written in seven European 
languages by an eminent Chicago law- 
yer, and he found them all to agree 
with our Irving and Prescott. 

If, however, she did not have to go 
to the money changers to borrow and 
pay interest, but received from a 
friend the assistance, this must be the 
animus of the whole attack, forthe 
Jews were the money-lenders and they 
lost the interest. She “drove out the 
Jews and the Moors."" Now Irving says 
she retained the respect of the Moors, 
so that loss of interest money has never 
been forgiven by the antagonist. 

Again, Mr. Voorsanger says “he (Isa- 
bella) established the modern inquisi- 
tion.”” Another falsehood. Isabella op- 
posed it and kept it off as long as she 
possibly could. This was Ferdinand’s 
project. . 

Again: “She signed a decree expell- 
ing the Jews and Moors from Spain. 
Spain has never since been anything 
but the ghost of her former self. The 
hand of Isabella stabbed her to death.”’ 

Spain the ghost of her former self. 
‘‘Hand of Isabella stabbed her to death.” 
What an assertion to make in a Chris- 
tian land. If Isabella killed Spain she 
is proud to be dead, for no name is so 
revered in Spain. 

We like to be flunkeys with our ad- 
ministrations—Columbian and Midwin- 
ter—California-Moorish-Spanish  build- 
ing, etc., but we do not like to be called 
ignorant of whom we should honor. 
As if we English-Americans do not 
know of the Pilgrim fathers, and Har- 
riet Martineau and Florence ‘Nightin- 
gale. Yes, and good Queen Victoria 
and Empress’ Frederick, whom all 
Germans love. If we were in the busi- 
ness of “raising funds’ to give Miss 
» Hosmer “an order,” we might put 
Clara Barton or Harriet Hosmer her- 
self in bronze. But that would not fit 
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- 
of America today. We 


will do this later. We wish to honer 
Isabella because she stood for all that 
was the best in her day and generation, 
She had a kind heart and a quick 
brain. She looked at the proposition of 
Columbus; saw what there was in it, 
and agreed to furnish the money. This 
is first-class business ability today. Co- 
lumbus planted the cross of Christ on 
American soil. It was the hand of 
Isabella that placed it in his, It was 
Isabella who signed the first emanci- 
pation proclamation for America and, 
according te Sterling (English his- 
torian,) she stands for everything “high 
and noble as wife, mother, queen and 
friend.’’ She was the first to strike 
the note of progress after the dark 
ages that lasted one thousand years 
with Jews and Moors in Spain. All 
the more remarkable when one hon- 
estly considers the time, the age, the 
little civilization —.but, after all, we 
love her because she helped Columbus. 
Historians agree no one else would do 
so 


It it very unwise to attack ‘‘queens”’ 
in a country where every woman in her 
home is a queen. Very unwise to bear 
a German name and talk abowt being 
an American citizen to English-Amer- 
icans and Spanish—Americans predomi- 
nating—whom to honor in England 
and whom not to honor in Spain. We 
are cosmopolitan and true men and wo- 
men, who persecute no one, who are 
broad enough to know no Greek, no 
Roman, no Jew or heathen, and yet 
we must claim to be a Christian nation 
and Christian people living in the pres- 
ent, not the past, yet honoring ‘‘where 
honor is due,”’ and ‘we propose to deter- 
mine the question ourselves “whom 
shall we honor”’ in private and in pub- 
lic; in our homes and in our parks. 
If CAlifornians wish to avail themselves 
of their privilege of casting the first 
bronze of Harriet Hosmer’s master- 
piece for Golden Gate Park, there it 
will be placed, Mr. Voorsanger to the 
contrary notwithstanding, though he 
claims to be both Caesar and Czar of 
that same park.

A TOURIST HOTEL. 


The Project Before the Chamber 
of Commerce. 


The Directors Determine on a Plan to Sub- 
mit to Eastern Capitalists — New 
‘Quarters Being Discussed 
for the Board, | 


The board of Directors of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce met yesterday after- 
noon at 3 o’clock. There were present 
the following directors: Klokke, Free- 
man, Forman, Mullen, Hazard, Parsons 
Patterson, Stimson, Jones, Jevne, Lan- 
kershim, Eisen, Cohn, McGarvin. Pres- 
ident Freeman occupied the chair. 

After the transaction of routine busit- 
ness the Hotel Committee made the fol- 
lowing report: | 

“To the Board of Directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce. — Gentlemen: 
Your Committee on Hotels, believing 
that the time is now at hand when 
some definite action should be taken in 
the direction of inducing capital to in- 
vest in the construction of a-large tour- 
ist hotel in Los Angeles, beg to report 
as follows: 

“The committee met Monday, March 
5, the following being present: Andrew 
Mullen, chairman; T. D. Stimson, W. 
G. Cochran and J. C. Kays. It was 
decided to report advising that adver- 
tisements be placed in the local papers 
asking for propositions with regard 
to a site for such a hotel, with these 
limitations only, namely; that the site 
be within the city limits and that it 
include at least five acres. 

“The idea of the committee was that 
what is most needed is a definite plan 
to be presented to Eastern and local 
capitalists; that there is better pros- 
pect of securing attention to the under- 
taking if our people here are agreed 
among themselves upon the most de- 
sirable site, or the best proposition 
which we have to offer for .such a 
building. The committee at the present 
time knows of no direct offers of cap- 
ital for the construction of a hotel in 
this city, but is profoundly of the be- 
lief that if a definite proposal can be 
secured from this end of the line the 
publication of the same through hotel 
journals and other agencies will bring 
it to the attention of hotel men and 
capitalists throughout the country.” 

This report was adopted. 

The main order of business for the 
day being the location of quarters for 
the chamber, the matter was immedi- 
ately taken up and treated to a long 
and vigorous discussion. A ballot was 
finally taken and by a practically unan- 
imous vote it was decided to open ne- 
gotiations with George Mason with re- 
gard to his proposed building at the 
corner of Fourth street and Broadway 
with a view to the occupancy of the 
second and third stories of the same 
by the chamber. A special committee 
consisting of the president, secretary 
ard Directors Forman, Mullen, and 
Stimson, to which Mr. Eisen was added 
as consulting architect, was appointed 
to complete negotiations with Mr. Ma- 
son and draw up the necessary speci- 
fications and contract. 

Director Parsons reported the follow- 
ing as members of the Mining Commit- 
tee, and their appointment was con- 
firmed by the board: J. P. Culver, A. 
Cc. Bilicke, H. B. Brook and George M. 
North: is

WHERE REFORM 1S NEEDED. 


A pamphlet has been issued by the 
Citizens’ Reform League, containing 
the annual report of G. J. Griffith, the

county; the great cost of computing an 
extension of the assessment rolls, which 
has risen as high as $3500 per annum;

In regard to the latter 
subject the remarkable showing is 
made that the revenues raised for the 
government of Los Angeles county and 
the incorporated cities therein for the 
year 1893 amounted to $2,871,333, and the 
total expenditures to $2,588,615. These 
figures have been printed before, but it 
does no hirm to repeit them once ina 
while. In faot, it might be a good idea 
to keep them standing, so that the tax- 
payers might have them impresse1 
upon their memory. There certainly 
ought to be room for a large amount of 
economizing, without in any way im- 
pairing the efficiency of our city and 
county governments. This !s a matter 
whitch will undoubtedly be taken up by 
the voters between now and the com- 
ing election. 


FRESNO’S FURY. 


A Fresno contemporary breaks out 
into quite violent language over what 
it considers the hoggish disposition of 
lower citrus belt’’ 
and all because The Times, in a recent 
issue, ventured to point to the recent 
Snowstorm and obstruction of traffic 
in the Sierra Nevada as an instance 
of the advantage which is enjoyed by 
this section over the northern part of 
the State in transcontinental traffic. 
The same journal intimates that we of 
Los Angeles are inclined to keep new 
arrivals from visiting Fresno and other 
centers of population in the San Joa- 
quin Valley. Now this is really too 
bad. It is the first time we have heard 
that Los Angeles is jealous of Fresno, 
or Tulare, or Bakersfield, or any of 
those flourishing little cities on the 
other side of the mountains. The fact 
is that we like people to go all over 
the State and make their observations, 
because we are perfectly satisfied that 
if they take a fair look at things they 
must come to the conclusion § that 
Southern California, and especially Los 
Angeles county, is a little ahead of 
anything else in the State. Perhaps it 
is the knowledge of this fact that 
makes some of our contemporaries so 
touchy about anything that tends to 
the glorification of this section. Breth- 
ren of the heated plains you should 
possess your souls in patience, keep 
your shirts on and don’t “roar.”” That 
is the province of the lion, and the lion 
is the king of beasts. The smaller ani-. 


_ mals are not privileged to roar. See? 


AND IRRIGATION. 


'The recent rainfall did much good 
throughout the country, but still it 
was not enough, and the farmers are 
praying for more. The indications at 
present point very strongly to a further 
downpour, but indications’ have been 
s0 deceptive through the past few 
weeks that old Californians are all at 
sea and do not know what to make of 
it. There is, however, no need to take 
a gloomy view of the situation. Even 
with the present amount of rain and 
a few showers between now and the 
end of the rainy season fairly good 
crops are assured, and there is plenty 
of time yet for us to get a good, soak- 
ing storm Meéantime the wise farmer 
in Southern California will look out 
for his water supply and not depend 
altogether upon the rainfall. Irriga- 
tion must be extended more and more 
from year to year, as, even at the 
best, farming in Southern California 
without irrigation is more or less of a 
gamble. 

In this connection it {is rather unfor- 
tunate that the great Bear Valley en- 
terprise got into such trouble, more 
particularly because much of the cap- 
ital was largely furnished by English 
investors, and because several’ other 
promising irrigation enterprises in 
Southern California have been 
looking for capital in the same 
direction, and will now per- 
haps have to wait for some little. time 
bef they can get it. It is to be 
ho that the Bear Valley company 
will soon be on its feet again. The 
latest report, while not altogether an 


. encouraging one, shows that the assets 


of the company are about sufficient to 
pay its debts. The former manage- 
ment was simply execrable and de- 
serving of unqualified denunciation. 
Meantime it is encouraging to learn 
that the Bescondido district of San 
Diego county, which has: been trying 
for several years to secure a4compiete 
irrigation system, has succeeded in seli- 
ing ite bonfs to the amount of $250,000 
te a Nebraska men at 91 cents on the 


dollar. It is announced that work on 
this system will commence at once and 
that when completed it will be one of 
the largest irrigation districts in the 
State. 

As soon as financial affairs begin to 
improve we may look to seeing a large 
extension of the irrigation systems of 
Southern California. Then the mar- 
vels which have been witnessed at 
Riverside and Anaheim and Pomona 
and Redlands, and a score of other 
places, will be repeated over and over 
again all the way from Techachepi to 
the Mexican line, and the population 
of Southern California will double up 
at a marvelous rate. 


MAJ. POWELL’S BLUNDERS. 


The statement made by Maj. Powell 
at the recent Irrigation Congress at 
Los Angeles in regard to the possibil- 
ity of irrigating the great arid lands .- 
of the West aroused so much indigna- 
tion throughout the arid regions that 
Maj. Powell found it necessary to at- 
temrt to back up his statements by 
facts and figures, which he is now do- 
ing in the columns of the Irrigation 
Age. One of the conclusions arrived at 
by Maj. Powell in his first: article is 
that it requires twenty-four inghes of 
rainfall, or its equivalent of irrigation 
to perfect a crop. In order to show 
how poorly founded is this argument 
cof Maj. Powell, the Pacific Rural Press 
publishes a table showing the total an- 
nual rainfall in various interior local- 
ities in California, from which the con- 
clusion is arrived at that if Maj. Pow- 
ell’'s conclusions are correct, there are 
fourteen out of twenty-four localities 
menticned in the table which ought to 
classed, as deserts, never having 
rainfall enough to make a crop since 
Americans occupied the country, while 
the other ten localfties in the table 
have only had enough rain to make a 
crop once in from ten to fifty years, 
Among the localities mentioned is Los 
Angeles, with an average rainfall of, 
a trifle over sixteen inches. This, ae 
cording to Maj.Powell, would be only 
two-thirds of the amount necessary to 
mature a crop a year. As we all know, 
that amount of rain will insure returns 
from grain and other crops that will 
make the farmers ‘‘jubilant.’’ 

It really does seem as if Maj. Powell 
falls deeper into the mud every time he 
makes a move. He had better stop 
trying to explain and admit that he 
made a big mistake. 


THE PARK QUESTION. 


-- -— 


The Land Committee of the City 
Ccuncil has recommended that the City 
Attorney institute proceedings for. the 
condemnation of land for park pur- 
poses, such land being the seven thirty- 
five acre lots which are almost sur- 
rounded by the Elysian Park. So far 
it is all right, as the land which it is 
purposed to condemn cannot be rated 
at a very high price, being of little 
value for any other purpose, while the 
addition of these 245 acres to the park 
would be a great improvement. There 
is tacked on to this recommendation 
another one, however, recommending 
the condemnation of about fifteen acres 
of land south of Westlake Park, for the 
purpose’ of increasing the size of the 
lake. It is stated by one ofthe Council- 
men that this land adjeining Westlake 
had béen estimated to be worth from 
$7000 to \$12,000. It is doubtful, how- 
ever, whether it can be obtained for 
any such sum. Property out in that 
direction is held at very high prices, 
cwing to the fine improvements which 
have been made. It is doubtful whether 
the taxpayers would be willing to vote 
any considerable sum of money for the 
purpose of increasing the size of the 
pond in Westlake Park, and the in- 
corporation of this with the other con- 
demnation proceedings may have the 
effect of killing the latter for some 
time to come. Meantime it would be 
a graceful act and would be much ap- 
preciated by the people of Los Angeles, 
who have in former years given away 
enough land to make a hundred parks, 
if some of these people who have grown 
rich through this donation would now 
remember the city with a little dona- 
tion on their part. 


The New York Sun is not one of 
those Democratic papers which close 
their eyes and do the ostrich act, pre- 
tending to believe that they see no 
danger ahead for their party. Refer- 
ring to the late Pennsylvania election 
the Sun says:

ARIZONA AND NEW MEXICO. 


In yesterday's Times reference was 
made to a recent editorial in the Chi- 
eago Tribune entitled ‘“‘The Admission 
of Utah, Arizona and New Mexico.” 
The Tribune's article was credited with 
the expression, ‘‘the few Americans 
and numerous greasers of New Mexico 
and Arizona.” It appears, however, 
that the Tribune applied, or intended 
to apply, this expression to New Mex- 
ico alone, and not to Arizona. This 
statemght is made in justice to that 
journal, which is of course fully aware 
of the fact that the first-named Terri- 
tory has a population composed of 
about three-fourths native Mexican, 
whereas Arizona’s population is three- 
fourths American. Arizona’s qualifica- 
tions for Statehood are unquestionably 
superior to those of New Mexico. 
Both will have to wait for that event, 
but Statehood will come to both in 
time, unless consolidation takes place 
and one of them is politically wiped 
out. .This is the Tribwne’s plan, which 
it has been strongly advocating for 
a long time past. The Tribune also 
advocates the abandonment of State- 
hood by Nevada, that rotten pocket- 
borough of two United States Senators, 
whose home is in San Francisco, and 
who know not the land of Winnemucca 
except about election time. We are 
inclined to think that ‘“Joe’’ Medill’s 
great paper is not far off its base in 
regard to Nevada. It is a “‘jim-crow” 
State. 


LOS ANGELES AT THE PAIR. 


The wisdom of the effort which Los 
Angeles county made to have a good 
display at the Midwinter Fair is shown 
in the fact that Eastern visitors are 
taking up the study of the fair by 
counties, which is an excellent way of 
determining which section of this great 
State offers the best inducements to 
settlers. 

This fair is like a well and carefully- 
written history of our productions and 
resources.. There is no getting round 
results, for they are emphatic demen- 
strations of possibilities whose conclu- 
sions cannot be dented, and we cannot 
yet fully appreciate the influence which 
this fair will have upon our future. 
Among other things it will effectually 
disprove many of the falsehoods which 
have beer uttered against us. Such ex- 
hibits as we display there do not grow 
in sterile and sandy wastes, nor are 
they cultivated in frost-belts where the 
mercury is prone to slip down to the 
vicinity of zero. 

Southern California’s language—the 
lariguage of results—is eloquent enough 
to destroy the skepticism of a stone 
image, and to dissipate the strongest 
doubt in regard to our soil and climate 
that might exist in the mind of the in- 
telligent beholder. It is a gospel of 
plenty that every one must delight to 
real, 


Su¢éh a period of depression as we 
are now going through is hard enough 
upon the people, even in this country, 
but in Europe, where the burden of 
taxation in ordinary times is almost un- 
bearable,.it is far worse. The national 
debts of the Dreibund—Gernmny, Aus- 
tria-Hungary and Italy—which amount- 
ed to $3,704,000,000 in 1878 are now more 
than $6,000,000,000. The combined na- 
tional debts of Russia and France have 
increased in the same time from $5,500,- 
000,000 to nearly $11,000,000,000. And 
while these debts have reached such 
tremendous proportions the tax burden 
upon the people has been crowded to 
the limit. 


The marvelous growth of Pomona is 
well shown by the figures given a few 
days ago by the Pomona correspondent 
of The Times in regard to the shipment 
of nursery stock from tnat place. Our 
correspondent estimates that since the 
first of the year here has been shipped 
from Pomona no less than 355,000 trees. 
This is indeed a remarkable showing 
for a place which is less than fifteen 
years old. Pomona is indeed a wonder- 
ful example of general all-around pros- 
perity as it may be developed in this 
section within a few years by the aid 
of water, brains and muscle. 


Reports from Washington say that 
the hard times are being felt severely 
at the national capital and less money 
is being spent than for many years. 
It is possible that when the pinch be- 
gins to be felt at the headquarters our 
legislators may realize the necessity of 
doing something for the country further 
than squabbling’ oyer party advan- 
tages. At the present time in the 
United States there is a strong and 
yearning demand for the retirement into 
the background of a few thousand 
politicians and the appearance on the 
scene of a few dozen broad-minded 
statesmen.

WHITTIER BOYS. 


Entertainment for the 
Associated Charities. 


A Creditable Performance Before 
an Interested Audience. 

‘Addresses: by William Pridham, Mr. 

Mullen and Dr. Lindley. 


“The State’s Duty to Its Unfortunate Chil- 
dreh’’—Mistakes in the Present 
Educational System—What 


‘There was a large audience at Music: 


Hall last night to spend an evening 
with the Whittier boys. The cadets 
gave a very creditable performance 
for the benefit of the Associated Chari- 
ties and were enthusiastically received. 
The audience was composed of a large 
number of wealthy and philanthropic 
people who have been identified with 
charity work in this city. The enter- 
tainment had been looked forward to 
for the last month by the boys and the 
interest they felt in it was shown by 
their excellent work of last night. 

The cadets to the number of 105, un- 
der the command of Cadet-Captain 
Joseph Betaucue arrived from Whit- 
tier yestcrday afternoon at 1:45. They 
took special electric cars to the West- 
minster Hotel where they got off and, 
forming into line, marched down Main 
street to the Terffble Block and thence 
up Spring street to Music Hall. 

After a brief rest in the gymnasium 
they took the electric cars to Uni- 
versity. On the return dinner was 
served in the hall after a rehearsal of 
the evening programme. The ladies of 
the Associated Charities were assisted 
by a delegation from the Y.M.C.A. in 
waiting upon the boys. The programme 
was a musical one, interspersed with 
addresses, the principal one being by 
Dr. Walter Lindley, superintendent of 
the school, who spoke on “The State's 
Duty to Its Unfortunate Chilcren.” 

After the opening selection by the 
band William Pridham, president of 
the Associated Charities, made a few 
introductory remarks presenting Hon. 
Andrew Mullen, president of the board 
of trustees of the Whittier State School. 
Mr. Mullen confined his remarks to the 
work of the Associated Charities and 
complimented it highly. He called at- 
tention to the good which it was ac- 
complishing in this city. 

After several musical selections by 
the boys Dr. Lindley was introduced. 
He delivered an interesting address and 
treated his subject with much under- 
standing. After a few preliminary re- 
marks he declared that the gigantic 
problem, “‘What is the State’s duty to 
its unfortunate’ children,’’ looms up 
ominously before us. Despite educa- 
tion and religion crime stalks onward 
with giant strides and criminals still 
increase in a far greater ratio than the 
increase of population. One thing is 
that the right remedy for the preven- 
tion of crime has not yet been effi- 
ciently applied. It is not through lack 
of use of money, betause in California 
we are paying annually for schools, 
priscns and asylums over $12,500,000. 
He thought there must then be some- 
thing fundamentally wrong in our edu- 
cational and penal systems. The public 


school system. of. the .United . States: 


is the corner-stone of re- 
public. Education is the watch- 
word of the hour. Without free and 
universal education hope vanishes. 
When we reach this point the theory is 
right the application is faulty. 
The object of education at (the 
public’s expense should be the practical 
equipment of our youth for the great 
struggle of life. He declared that even 
those schools that have been progres- 
sive enough to add manual training to 
their system boast that they do not 
teach trades. He thought that it 
would be well to divert some of the 
money being spent in schoolroom edu- 
cation to training in physical labor. 
The children should be taught some 
practical ‘trade which would be of serv- 
ice to them in the battle of life. 

He then passed on to a consideration 
ef our penal system. He stated that 
the deliberaitte object of California in 
dealing with its criminals is to unfit 
them for honorable self-support. The 
result of the inefficiency of our system 
of education and the satanic efficiency 
of our penal system is that many 
thousands of idle children and young 
men are wandering through the slums 
of our cities and tramping from one 
end of our State to the other. 

He then reviewed, in a touching man- 
ner, the duty of the State to its un- 
fortunate children which he declared 
was to clothe, educate and help prepare 
them to be able in time to become use- 
ful and respected members of society. 

He closed with a pathetic illustration 
of tthe difficulties that confronted one 
of the boys that had left the school and 
returned to San Francisco. The lad 
had endeavored earnestly to help care 
for his mother and sister and his efforts 
had been rewarded by the former sink- 
the depths of degradation from

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WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Weekly Bulletin of the Southern California 
Weather Service. 

Following is the weekly weather-and 
crop bulletin of the Southern California 
Weather Service for the week ending 
Monday, March 5: 

General rain fell the latter part of 
the week, being heavier in the southern 
and eastern districts than elsewhere. 
The precipitation fell in the best pos- 
sible manner to do the most good, as 
it came in a slow, steady form, where 
every drop told and penetrated the 
ground to a greater depth than has 
occurred before this season, and it was 
not followed by drying northerly winds. 
The rainfall was sufficient in most of 
the districts to be of material good, 
and the proepects have improved ac- 
cordingly, and with more rain and 
warmer weather in the course of the 
next few weeks, farmers feel that crops 
will be made. The temperature con- 
tinued to range below the averages, 
especially between. March 1 and 4; on 
the 2d, hail and light snow fell in sev- 
eral places, but without doing damage. 
Detailed reports follow: 

San Luis Obispo county—Musick: The 
early part of the week was warm and 
clear; Wednesday a cold north wind 
commenced blowing; Friday rain and 
snow fell, and on Saturday frost and 
ice formed. The rainfall was .42 of 
an inch. 

Ventura county—Bardsdale: The 
weather has been cold and cloudy. 


.Half an inch of rain fell on March 3, 


doing no material Snow fell 
lower down on the moyntains than for 
the entire winter. The rain outlook 
is discouraging. 

Los Angeles county—Pasadena: A 
week of varied weather ended in @ 
rain and snowstorm. It snowed for 
nearly an hour on the 3d, the snow 
melting nearly as fast as it fell. The 
rainfall, .67 inch, put grain in fine 
condition, but more rain is desired. 
This snowstorm was the first in sixteen 
years. 

San Bernardino county—Chino: Forty- 
seven-one-hundredths of an inch of 


j rain fell on the 2d and 3d, but a good 


soaking rain is much needed by the 
beet ranchers. Beet-planting is going 
on steadily. 


Riverside county—Riverside: . The 
rainfall for the storm just over 
amounted to .% inch, to give 


grain a splendid start; more in two 
or threé weeks will insure abundant 
crops. South Riverside: 
is somewhat warmer, and grain shows 
the effects of even the recent light 
rains. Winchester: Tree-planting and 
other improvements are going on in 
all parts of the valley. 

Orange county—-Anaheim: The long 
expected rain yielded .62 inch of rain, 
enough at present to put beet lands 
in good condition for pfanting; it also 
helped barley materially and with an- 
other shower or two crops may be ex- 
pected. 

San Diego county—Escondido: The 
rainfall of one inch came in the best pes- 
sible way, falling gently for several 
days with short intermissions, which 
allowed it .to soak thoroughly into the 
ground. The prospects are bright for 
large crops.. Bernardo: The rainfall 
of one inch on the 2d and 34 was a great 
help to crops, and relieved the anxiety 
felt by many as to the probability of 
a dry season. Peach and apricot trees 
are blossoming finely; alfalfa promises 
well so far, and in some localities is 
the most certain crop.

Tales’ are 
very unique and charming and of vary- 
ing wit, humor or pathos. It is a bit 
- the book world that every one will 
ove. 


From the sunny corners where we 
sat with the book above mentioned we 
turn to another nook and meet new 
thoughts of a different character, in 
the work on “The Political Economy of 
Natural Law,” by Henry Wood, author 
of “God’s Image in Man,” and other 
instructive volumes, published by Lee 
& Shepard, Boston. Here we confront 
the great problems which attract’ the 
attention of profound thinkers, and 
join in an earnest search for inherent 
law and principles. The general pur- 
pose of the volume is the outlining of 
a political economy which is natural 
and practical, rather than artificial, 
and theoretical, and its aim is 
to be usefully suggestive to the 
popular mind. It is a work well 
worthy of careful perusal and may 
aid in the solution of some of the vital 
problems that today confront society. 


After considering for a time the many 
serious questions treated of by this 
author, would we like a bit of hearts- 
ease, we may pick up “Sheltered 
Waifs,” from the pen of Edson B. Rus- 
sell, and the press of the Buckeye Pub- 
lishing Company of Minneapolis. It is 
a little volume of verse most charm.- 
ingly illustrated and holds many a 
pretty fancy. 


The magazines of the month open a 
wide field of fresh thought and there Is 
scarcely a topic of popular interest that 
is not treated upon by some one of 
them. 

In St. Nicholas one of the most in- 
structive and ‘beautifully tHustrated 
articles of the current number is ““‘The 
Cat Family in Our Country,” by W. 
T. Homaday, in which the pedigree of 
the cat family is given and the children 
are made fully acjuainted with its 
long line of ancestors. It is an inter- 
esting study set forth in the most in- 
teresting manner by th> writer. Palmer 
Cox also appears in this number with 
“The Brownies in Fairyland,’”’ to the 
delight of every reader. | 

The leading story in Lippincott’s is 
entitled ‘“‘A Desert Claim,” by Mary E. 
Strekney. It.is full of the wild, stirring 
life of the plains and the heartbeats of 
those living their lives amid the pral- 
rie silence and the wilderness of the 
great West; well written and full of 
action and intensity. 

“John Ruskin at Home” is a char- 
acter study by M. H. Spielman and 
published in McClure’s Magazine, and 
is a sketch which the admirers of this 
grand author will greatly enjoy. ‘‘The 
Glamor of the Arctic,” by A. Conan 
Doyle, has its own romantic coloring, 
and is a bright piece of word painting. 
The whole number commends itself to 
its readers. 

The Century has its own charms of 
illustrations and contributiong, which 
are as good as the best. It affords us 


glimpses of the past in the well-written. 


article, ‘“‘The Tuilleries Under the Sec- 
ond Empire,” from the pen of Anna L. 
Bicknell. “The Great Sympathetic 
Strike,”’ by Charles Belmont Davis, af- 
fords an object lesson for study. 

In Worthington’s Magazine we get 
more than a passing glimpse of life in 
foreign lands in “Peasant Life in Pic- 
ardy,” by Helen Evestran Smith. There 
are pen pictures of life in the long, 
soft twilight, and we see the men and 
women busy ot their tasks, get glimp- 
ses of their homes, and their boats upon 
the sea, and catch now and then the 
sound of happy laughter or the moan 
of sorrow from these toilers of the 
sea.
